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Sir: 



Applicant has received the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance with the 
September 28, 2007, Notice of Allowance and Allowability regarding the above-identified 
application. 

The Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance includes, in connection with each 
independent claim, a statement that the art of record teaches or suggests the claimed invention 
except for certain limitations. It is respectfully submitted that it is not proper for the Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance to include statements about what allegedly is taught by the 
art of record. Instead, the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance should identify at 
least some differences between the claimed invention and the art of record. 

Applicant does not acquiesce in the examiner's interpretation of what the art of record 
allegedly teaches. Applicant maintains that the claims are allowable because all claim limitations 
are not shown or suggested by the art of record. Each of the claims stands on its own merits and 
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is patentable because of the combination it recites and not because of the presence or absence of 
any one particular element.
